In this year’s accounts the balance on the 30th September 1884 in the hands of the 
Road Cess Deputy Collector is shown as Rs. 734-8-6 instead of Rs, 735-15-8, 
shown in last year’s accounts, for the amount Rs, 735-15-8 was not in the hands of 
Deputy Collector, but was in the treasury at the disposal of the Deputy Collector, of which 
Rs, 754-8-6 only was drawa by him and spent. The balance Re. 1-7-2 was left in the 
treasury. wee 
2 Administration —The budget allotment under the head of Administration for this 
year has been exceeded by Rs. 3-15, only because the pay of the clerk for the 6 
office was increased from Rs. 10 to Rs, 25 amonth from July 1885. E 
3. By mistrke a sum: of Rs. 90 has been shown in the accounts as spent und 
head of Original Works on the Midnapore road. ‘This amount was spent u 
of the same road, and has accordingly been shown here under the hend of “ Paatae 
4 (a). Repairs —Vhe budget allotment for the repairs of the Kalkapore p 
road has been exceeded by Xe. 1-8 only—a nominal sum—and so needs no exp! 
(6) The budget allotment for the repairs of Robo ghat road has been 
nearly 50 per cent. This was due to some urgent repairs on the same road wh 
be forescen when the budget estimates were framed.

~ 4, The total receipts of the division for the year under report, including advances and 
deposits, amounted to Ks. 1,59,512-15-5. ‘This, rogether with the uncxpended balance of 
the previous yeur (les. 27,930-14-4) gave a total income of Rs, 1,87,452-13.9 availabits for 
sexpenditure during the year. Out of this sum the total disbursements, including advance 
and deposit re-payments, amounted to Rs. 1,50,853-2-4, leaving a balance in baud of 
Rs. 86,599-11-5 when the year closed. 

5. Out of the total disbursements shown above, Rs. 78.952-15-10 were spent under the 
head of “ Repairs” aud Ks, 18,449-1-9 on * Original works,” ‘Ihe expenditure in connection 
“with repair works in the district of Lohardugza was the Jargest, being Rs, #5,574-9-1. In 
Hazaribagh the disbursements under this head amounted to Rs. 24,245-13-7. The metalled 
roads, aggregating about 37 miles, have been duly maintained in this district. Fair-weather 
roads have also been kept up and are open to wheeled traffic. In Manbhoom Rs, 12,361-12-8 
were spent in gravelling some of the more important roads to make them fit for wheeled 
traffic; cheap stone culverts were also constructed in most of them. In Singbhoom 


Rs. 6,770-12-6 were expended in re-aligning and thoroughly repairing some of the important 
road 








s. 

6. The total disbursements under the head of ‘ Original works” in the Hazaribagh 
district during the year under review amounted to Rs, 9,991-5-2, of which Rs, 7,995-6-8 
were spent on the Burhi and Gawan road, and the remainder Rs. 1,998 15-6 on the construc- 
tion of the arches on tbe Lalabandh bridge ou the Hazaribagh and Chuttra road, Under 
this head Rs, 7,716-11-7 were also spent in the district of Lohardugga in the construction 
of one permanent masoury bridge, and in finishing a timber top bridge on the Ranchee and 
Palkote road. It is said that materials haye been collected for the construction of a per- 
manent masonry bridge. In Manbhoom there was no provision im the budvet for any original 
work In Singbhoom Rs. 738 were spent in arching a wooden platform bridge at the village 
of Tangrain and in metalliog the Burrakar road, 

7. Village Roads,—Village roads in the districts of this division have been maintained 
so far as funds permitted, 

8. Planting of Trees,—Attention has been given by every District Committee to arbori- 
culture. New trees have been planted along roadsides, and those planted in previous yeurs 
have, in most cases, been carefully maintained. 

9. The subordinate establishments of the different departments of the Road Cess 
Office are reported to have given satisfaction in the discharge of their respective duties.
